every particular, the 1938 edition of the Royal 

Brentwood—the twelfth sale to bear the Brent- 
wood name—brought an average of $370 each for 88 
head, which was in line with the more optimistic esti- 
mates of those present. Two cows reached the four-figure 
mark, Oostie Inkarnation Bussie at $1,250 and Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby Burke at $1,100. Lauxmont had the 
top bull at $850, with the Elmwood bull going to $650 
and the Carnation bull to $625. Of the 88 head sold, 
32 brought $400 or better and only about a dozen in- 
dividuals failed to reach $200. 


Anaylsis of the sale figure shows that 37 females in 
milk averages $383.92, or only slightly over the average 
of the entire sale. Two-year-old heifers not yet in milk 
averaged $388.88 for 18 head, the highest averaging 
group. The 12 bred yearling heifers averaged $332.73, 
five unbred yearlings averaged $268 and the one heifer 
calf brought $305. The 16 bulls averaged $376.45. 

A crowd estimated at close to 1,500 filled every avail- 
able seat in the spacious riding academy at Pabst Farms 
and left standing room at a premium. A. W. Petersen, 
co-manager of the sale with Paul B. Misner, opened the 
sale with brief remarks, introduced the host, Mr. Fred 
Pabst, who extended a welcome to the gathering. Presi- 
dent A. C. Oosterhuis was introduced and gave a fine 
inspirational talk, pending the belated arrival of William 
G. Davidson of Philadelphia, who originated and named 
the Brentwood series. Selling got under way promptly 
at 10:30, the first animal in the ring, one of Carnation’s 
daughters of Sir Inka May going to E. H. Ravencroft, 
Antioch, Ill., at $625. Twenty-two animals were sold 
before lunch for an average of $456, these including

The first animal sold after lunch was Oostie Inkar- 
nation Bussie, grand champion female at the 1937 Na- 
tional, Reserve All-American four-year-old of 1937 and 
with a record of 680 lbs. fat at 3 yrs. Again bidding was 
fast and furious and she was struck off to John F. Cuneo 
of Chicago, who is starting an outstanding Holstein herd 
on the old Hawthorn Farms near Libertyville, Ill. 
Runner-up and final contending bidder was again Mr. 
Schwam of Tennessee. 

The first bull sold was Carnation Advocator, five 
months old son of Sir Inka May from a Matador Segis 
Ormsby dam that is running at a 1,200-lb. fat rate. He 
sold for the rather disappointing price of $625 to C. E. 
Griffith of Mount Riga Farm, Big Cabin, Okla. His two- 
year-old sister, carrying her first calf, was sold next and 
brought $930 from O. J. Singer, Canton, Ohio. 

A little later, the Elmwood bull, King Bessie Con- 
fident, came into the ring, a beautiful nine months old 
son of King Bessie from Max View Lady Fayne Vassar 
and just topped the Carnation bull at $650, going to 
George G. Schafer, Dearborn, Mich. This stood as the

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The 53rd Annual Convention 


Pres. Oosterhuis Re-elected—Consolidation at Brattleboro Approved 
Committee to make Further Study of Registration Matters 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE 53d Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
I Association of America was held at the Palmer 

House, Chicago, June 1. It was a most harmonious 
gathering, following a year of satisfactory progress for 
the breed. The various problems coming before the 
Convention were given rather thorough discussion, al- 
though no definite action was taken on the various 
proposals relating to registration matters (birth reports, 
early filing of applications, deferred registration, etc.,) 
other than to refer to a special committee for study. 
Personnel of this important committee, which the Presi- 
dent will appoint, will be announced shortly. The pro- 
posal to consolidate the offices of the Association at 
Brattleboro was given almost unanimous approval (108 
to 10), with a provision added that such action will not 
be taken until the Madison building can be sold or satis- 
factorily leased. By a close vote, the proposal to in- 
crease transfer fees was lost. 

President A. C. Oosterhuis called the meeting to 
order in the beautiful Red Lacquer Room of the Palmer 
House. First order of business was the report of the 
Committee on Permanent Membership, given by the 
Chairman of the Committee, H. W. Norton, Jr. This 
report showed 118 delegates present from 45 States. 
The President announced the appointment of commit- 


tees as follows: Tellers: J. G. Hays, Michigan; W. H. 
Mott, Kansas; Glen G. Davis, Missouri; R. Austin 
Backus, New York; Dr. H. O. Frederick, Ohio. Nominat- 
ing Committee: Axel Hansen, Minn., Chairman; Ward 


W. Stevens, New York; Jesse Kurtz, 
H. Swanzey, Ill.; A. L. Jones, Mich.; I. 
Harvey Nelson, Wis. 

Upon motion of P. P. Van Nuys, the reading of the 
minutes of the last convention was dispensed with, and 
a similar motion by Mark Keeney, New Jersey, covered 
acceptance of the printed reports of officers without 
reading. Summaries of these reports will be published 
in a later issue. 

With these preliminaries out of the way, the resolu- 
tion of Scott Meyer, Missouri, calling for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to study selective registra- 
tion of bulls to report a year hence was in order. Mr. 
Meyer was called upon to give a brief explanation of 
the matter and his motion to adopt was seconded by A. 
J. Glover, Wisconsin, and carried unanimously. 

The next resolution was that offered by L. T. Winger, 
Colorado; E. E. Freeman, California; and S. B. Hall, 
Oregon, which by resolution directed that the offices of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America be con- 
solidated at Brattleboro, Vt. Mr. Winger explained the 
reasons for its introduction, which were based upon the 
figures presented last year by the special committee. 
He pointed out the importance of the savings which 
would result from the increased economy and efficiency 
of having the offices of the Association all under one 
roof. He earnestly requested consideration of the mat- 
ter on its merits without regard for sectional feeling 
and asked that a vote by ballot be taken. A. H. Jagels 
(Idaho) supported the proposal stating that breeders 
of the West were disappointed last year when consoli- 
dation was not voted. Harry Hill (Wis.) read telegrams 
from the Mayor of Madison, and others, urging that the 
officers be not moved from Madison. He stated that 
Wisconsin delegates have no antagonism in the matter; 
that they want what is. best for the Association and that 
they came to the Convention with no chip on their 
shoulder. He raised the point that the offices should 
not be moved from Madison until the building can be 
sold as if it were to be left standing idle it would stand 
as a tombstone to the industry in Wisconsin. Harvey 
Nelson (Wis.) then requested a statement of the sav- 
ings that could be made by such a consolidation, and 
these figures were presented by Director Albert B. 
Craig, showing savings estimated at from $3000 to 
$5000 annually. A. J. Glover then presented telegrams

forcefully in opposition to moving the offices from Madi- 
son. He raised the question that direction of the Ex- 
tension work would be handicapped from a location in 
Brattleboro, that the growth of the industry is toward 
the West, and he shared Mr. Hill’s apprehension re- 
garding a ghostly monument which would stand if the 
building were to be left standing idle. Several other 
Wisconsin delegates also spoke briefly on the subject. 
Henry Schell of Pennsylvania expressed his approval of 
the consolidation idea in his belief that breeders would 
prefer to have the Association save money wherever pos- 
sible in such a way as this instead of raising the fees. 


Harry Hill thereupon moved an amendment to the 
original resolution by adding the provision that such 
a consolidation would be made ‘when the Building at 
Madison is sold at inventory value or leased on a long- 
term basis.” This was seconded by R. J. Schaefer 
(Wis.). Dr. H. O. Frederick (Ohio) pointed out that it 
was natural for Wisconsin to come here and make an 
honorable fight to maintain the building at Madison, 
but pointed out that sectional feeling is just a political 
argument and that our Association is too big for that. 
Director W. L. Baird (Wis.) urged the Association not 
to be stampeded into anything and into the selling of 
this building at a loss. Glenn G. Davis (Missouri) 
pointed out that if the building is sold, there will be 
an income from the money received for it and reported 
that at a meeting of the delegates of twelve Western 
States on Tuesday evening, it was voted that they would 
unanimously endorse this resolution. C. M. Evans 
(Texas) stated that this move would give the impression 
that our industry was retiring to the East. Albert B. 
Craig (Pennsylvania) briefly gave his support to the 
amendment and Dean Boyd (Oklahoma) offered his 
opposition to it as an unbusinesslike attempt to place a 
limitation upon the judgment of the Board of Directors. 
Hugo Schroeder (Wis.) supported the amendment and 
expressed his opposition to the closing of the Madison 
office, pointing out that we have a well trained office 
force which would be disrupted by moving. A. L. Jones 
(Mich.) maintained that our Board of 16 Directors have 
sufficient intelligence to justify leaving the matter in 
their hands without limitation as to the price they can 
get for the building upon sale. Mr. Craig thereupon 
moved to strike out the provision regarding inventory 
value and Mr. Hill consented to its deletion. F. R. Ed- 
wards (Georgia) moved to amend the amendment by 
striking out all reference to consolidation at Brattleboro, 
simply providing that consolidation be in a location to 
be selected by the Board of. Directors at their December 
meeting. This was seconded by Mr. Evans. Director 
Martin Sheridan then pointed out that there are senti- 
mental reasons for remaining as we are and practical 
reasons for consolidation; he gave his opinion that lo- 
cation is not as material as most imagine. Others tak- 
ing part in the discussion were Charles C. Brace (Wis.), 
Cecil A. Poston (Wash.), W. D. Brown (New York), and 
John B. Irwin (Minn.), who expressed the view that 
within five years we may need all the facilities we have 
in both offices and moved that the whole matter be laid 
on the table. This motion not being debatable, a voice 
vote was taken and the proposal to lay on the table 
defeated. The amendment offered by Mr. Edwards 0! 
Georgia was then lost with practical unanimity and the 
first amendment to the original motion as offered by 
Harry Hill was then adopted by a close vote. Prepara- 
tions then went forward for a vote by ballot on the 
original proposition as amended. Mr. Glover suggested 
that in view of the fact that everyone seemed to favor 
the proposition as amended, it would be unnecessary tO 
take the time of the Convention for a vote by ballot. 
Mr. Hill, however, expressed his continued desire for 4 
vote by ballot which was taken with the result of 108 
‘‘yes” and 10 “no” on the proposition to consolidate the 
offices at Brattleboro whenever the building at Madison 



































ean be sold at a price satisfactory to the Directors or 
leased for a long term. 

The series of amendments offered by Albert B. Craig 
(Pennsylvania) with slight changes defining the duties 
of the Secretary and Treasurer with particular reference 
to accounting practises in the office in the interest of 
simplification and economy were all . unanimously 
adopted, as were Mr. Craig’s proposals for certain rou- 
tine changes in the matter of approval of the surety 
ponds of the officers. 


Similar unanimous approval was given to the amend- 
ments offered by Secretary Houghton Seaverns giving 
him authority to remove from the active mailing list the 
names of inactive members making such a request in 
writing to him. This matter was explained by Secre- 
tary Seaverns, who pointed out the savings that could 
be made in postage and printing expense as well as the 
annoyance caused to the members who were no longer 
interested in the affairs of our Association. The motion 
to adopt this was made by Frank N. Decker (New York) 
and seconded by Henry A. Schell, Jr., (Pennsylvania). 
The amendment by Mr. Seaverns to provide that dele- 
gates attending the Convention who travel by automo- 
bile be allowed the same reimbursement for transporta- 
tion as though they had travelled by train was also 
approved unanimously. 

The next item was the amendment proposed by 
George H. Comings (New York) making certain changes 
in the statement of colors that bar animals from regis- 
tration. The changes proposed related entirely to the 
leg markings and would have removed any requirement 
in this respect for registration of females but would have 
provided that on and after January 1, 1939, no males 
shall be registered with any black markings at the hoof. 
Mr. Comings, who was not a delegate, was given the 
privilege of the floor and discussed his proposal in some 
detail. He had also explained the matter with diagrams, 
etc., in the Open Forum session Tuesday. Adoption of 
the amendment was moved by Robert Howard (New 
York) and seconded by E. W. Frost (Nebraska). John 
G. Ellis (Massachusetts) spoke in opposition, making 
the point that we are trying to tighten up and let down 
the restrictions at the same time, and expressed the 
feeling that if such changes were made, every year some- 
body would come in to attempt to get the Association to 
legalize some of their troubles along this line. Dr. W. 
W. Yapp (Illinois) expressed his opinion that Mr. Com- 
ings had made out a case for his proposition and moved 
for the appointment of a committee of five, including 
Mr. Comings, to study this problem thoroughly, and re- 


port at the next convention. This suggestion was 
seconded by Sarah V. H. Jones (Michigan). This was 
moved as an amendment to the Comings _ proposal. 


Senator James A. Reynolds thereupon rose to explain the 
proper parliamantary procedure which would be to 
table the Comings ameudment and then have a separate 
resolution covering Dr. Yapp’s proposal. This action 
was then taken upon motion of W. S. Moscrip 
(Minnesota). F. R. Edwards (Georgia) suggested the 
combining of this special committee with the committee 


to be appointed under the Scott Meyer resolution. At 
this point, the Convention adjourned for lunch. 
Afternoon Session 
Opening the afternoon session was an impressive 


ceremony of presentation to the Association of a strik- 
ingly life-like enlarged photograph of Dr. Christopher 
Graham, Rochester, Minn. An eloquent presentation 
was made by W. S. Moscrip, president of the Minnesota 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association. Acceptance in 
behalf of the Association was made by President Ooster- 
huis, who assured Dr. Graham that this honor came to 
‘im not only for what he had done but also how he had 
done it. The picture, which was beautifully framed, will 
ave a place of honor upon the walls of the Association 
Office. The gift was made possible by popular contribu- 
‘ions from the legion of friends of Dr. Graham. 

W. D. Robens (New York) presented a resolution 
that all of the propositions concerning early registra- 
uon, birth reports, deferred registration, be referred to 
the special committee on selective registration for 
further study. This resolution was seconded and sup- 
ported from the floor by Glenn G. Davis (Missouri) and 
was carried unanimously. Mr. C. M. Horn, attorney of 
the Association. then suggested that proper procedure 
would be to table the various items concerned in this 
resolution before adopting the Robens resolution. It 
was thereupon moved by Mr. Decker of New York that 
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the matter be reconsidered and after this vote was taken 
resolutions were offered to table the various items con- 
cerned, followed by the re-adoption of the Robens reso- 
lution. 


The amendments offered by H. W. Norton, Jr., Glen 
M. Householder and Houghton Seaverns, a special com- 
mittee from the Board to study possible simplification 
of the forms of application for registry, were unani- 
mously approved. 


A controversial issue was the proposal of Albert B. 
Craig and Houghton Seaverns to increase the transfer 
fees by 50 cents in each bracket. This proposal was 
moved by Mr. Craig and seconded by Mr. Poston of 
Washington. Speaking in favor of the proposal were 
Mr. Craig who declared his interest in a balanced bud- 
get. Mr. Poston who favored more active work; Mr. 
Culver of New Hampshire who pointed out that the 
breeder is being asked only for 50c additional on each 
sale to promote the business; Mr. Moscrip who argued 
that we must have this increase to maintain the Exten- 
sion effort; John G. Ellis of Massachusetts who stated 
that last year we voted to speed up the Extension work 
and now we apparently do not want to pay for it; Mr. 
Jagels of Idaho who declared the support of the eleven 
Western States for the increase. Those speaking in 
opposition included W. H. Mott of Kansas who main- 
tained that the increase in fee would defeat its purpose 
and that it would result in a lower number of transfers 
and lowered final income. John Buth of Michigan 
thought the increase would be a mistake; Harvey Nel- 
son of Wisconsin who reported his county association 
had voted in oppoistion to any increase; Henry Schell 
of Pennsylvania, P. P. Van Nuys of New Jersey, R. Aus- 
tin Backus of New York, who felt it would be a hard- 
ship on breeders with milk prices down; Sarah V. H. 
Jones of Michigan who felt that the savings from con- 
solidation would tide us over without increasing fees; 
Frank N. Decker of New York and Stanley J. Brownell 
of New York who raised the question as to lack of 
definition as to what the increase in fees was to be used 
for. W. D. Robens of New York proposed an amend- 
ment to make the increase 25 cents, but this was lost. 
A viva voce vote on the original resolution leaving the 
chair in doubt, a standing vote was taken which re- 
sulted in 56 ‘‘aye’”’ and 59 ‘‘no’’ whereupon the chair 
declared the resolution lost. 

The next item coming up for consideration was the 
Misner amendment which provided for a flat increase of 
50 cents in the transfer fee in all brackets, but with a 
rebate of 50 cents to all members of state associations 
in good standing. This proposition was supported by 
Director Remsburg of Maryland, who was asked by the 
Chair to yield to the chairman of a special committee 
appointed by the Board of Directors to make a study of 
this matter. Mr. H. V. Noyes, chairman of this special 
committee, then reported that a need was felt for further 
study of this matter and additional material added to 
clarify its operation, including a definition of what con- 
stitutes a state association to be recognized by the Na- 
tional Association for this purpose. After this explana- 
tion, Glenn G. Davis (Missouri) moved that the matter 
be tabled and referred to a special committee of the 
Board for further study. This vote was taken with 
nearly unanimous support. A. L. Jones of Michigan then 


moved that such a committee to study and report on 
this proposition be appointed, which was carried. 
This covered action on all the amendments in the 


Call except those offered by Secretary Houghton Seaverns 
to abrogate certain articles which merely duplicated in 
tabular form a statement of the various fees charged by 


the Association for its services, these fees all being 
stated in their appropriate sections elsewhere in the 
By-Laws. A duplication means additional detail and 


red tape whenever any fee is supposed to be changed and 
the Secretary suggested, therefore, that the duplicate 
listing be taken from the By-Laws and merely presented 
in tabular form for convenient reference as an appendix 
to the By-Laws. These changes, of course, were voted 


unanimously. 
The President then introduced Dr. Larsen of Den- 
mark who is spending some time in New Jersey to 


assist them in a sound start for their artificial breeding 


program. Dr. Larsen spoke briefly on this subject. 
Mr. Craig then presented the resolution suggested 
by H. A. Mathiesen in his address during the Open 


Forum session, asking concerted effort by the American

those approved by the U. S. Public Health Service

Under the head of new business, Dr. Mott moved 
that the Secretary be authorized to prepare a suitable 
resolution of sympathy and wire it to Mr. and Mrs. Mal- 
colm H. Gardner in Mr. Gardner’s serious illness. It 
was adopted by acclamation. 

Roy T. Harris (Wisconsin) 
which called attention to the fact that whereas the 
Council on Foods of the American Medical Association 
has seen fit to withdraw its seal of approval from butter 
while still giving it to oleomargarine, that we petition 
their Council on Foods to remove the unfairness by 
withdrawal of such seal of acceptance from that sub- 
stitute for butter known as oleo. Following the adop- 
tion of this resolution, Mr. Moscrip presented some facts 
on the oleo situation and outlined plans being developed 
by the butter industry for the advertising of butter. A 
system of checkoff from creameries for this advertising 
has been approved which will raise $100,000 for this 
purpose in Minnesota alone. John Wuethrich (Wiscon- 
sin) reported that in his own creamery a million pounds 
of butter was made last year and that he would gladly 
pay the $1000 tax which this would provide for the 
special advertising fund. 

Mark Keeney of New Jersey then explained the situa- 
tion in regard to the exhibit of our breed at the New 
York World’s Fair in 1939, and strongly emphasized the 
importance of our participation. 

The next order of business was the election of offi- 
cers and Chairman Axel Hansen was called upon for the 
report of the Nominating Committee. Recommenda- 
tions of this committee were for president to succeed 
himself, A. C. Oosterhuis, Oconomowoc, Wis.; for vice 
president, Robert L. Ferguson, Woodlawn Dairy, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska; Directors, Messers. McLaury, Buth and 
Craig to succeed themselves and A. J. Lashbrook, North- 
field, Minn., in place of W. S. Moscrip. Mr. Moscrip, 
who has served as a Director since 1920, was not a can- 
didate for reelection. The report of the Nominating 
Committee was accepted and all unanimously elected 
by the single ballot of the Secretary. Following the 
election, President Oosterhuis called Mr. Moscrip to the 
rostrom and paid eloquent tribute to his work for the 
breed and as a Director for the past 18 years and sug- 
gested the conferring upon him officially of the title of 
“Judge.’’ A rising vote of appreciation greeted this sug- 
gestion. The meeting then adjourned. 

Organization of the Board 

Immediately following the adjournment of the Con- 
vention the new Board of Directors went into session for 
the purpose of organization. Before proceeding with 
this, however, Director Thomas E. Elder paid a fine 
tribute to the retiring member, Mr. W. S. Moscrip, who 
had been invited to appear before the new Board and 
offered a resolution of appreciation for Mr. Moscrip’s 
services on the Board which he declared to be second in

Zoberlin Herd Averages $287 


the farm near Plymouth, Wis., on June 2 was an 

outstandingly successful event, 88 head bringing a 
total of $25,292.50. This makes an average of $287.41. 
Eleven small calves, all under three months old down to 
a day old were figured with their dams. This herd, 
from which have come many famous animals and rec- 
ord breakers, attracted buyers from nine States and 
Canada, with bidders from other states who did not 
break into the buyers list. They came from such widely 
separated points as Oklahoma, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin, and the Province of Ontario. The outpouring of 
interested breeders, putting seats at a premium within 
the huge barn-floor space, was a great tribute and sin- 
cere compliment to John Zoberlin’s life-work as a 
breeder. The herd was in fine condition and its health 
and breeding record inspired confidence. Seldom have 
we seen a more appreciative crowd of buyers. 


Ti dispersal of the famous John Zoberlin herd at 


Top of the sale was the number one cow in the 
catalog, 6-year-old Ponderosa Bonnie Ormsby, with 821.9 
lbs. fat in Class B, and from her appearance a candidate 
for a 1000-lb. fat record as she goes on. Bidding was 
certainly spirited on her, with Pabst Farms, Oconomo- 
woc, Wis., successful at $1050. There were at least 
three others in the fight above $900, these being Martin 
suth of Michigan, H. C. Downham of Ontario and Mil- 
brandt Bros. of Wisconsin. Her lovely 2-year-old daugh- 
ter by Johanna Bonheur Ormsby Della (the ‘Charlie’’ 
bull) also went to Pabst at $650. Pabst Farms also 
secured a maternal sister of the top cow, the 3-year-old 
Queen of the Admirals, at $500——one of the very great- 
est things in the herd. One more female hit the $500 
mark, Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., paying that 
figure for Pride Mercedes Ormsby Della, a fine 4-year-old 
daughter of the Charlie bull. There were four other 
females sold above $400: 13 others above $300 The 
daughters of the “Charlie” bull were in keen demand 
trom baby calves upward. 

“Charlie” himself appropriately enough topped the 
male section. Only six years old, but somewhat crippled 
1 one leg and sold from his stall without leading into 
the ring, he was sincerely wanted by many different 
breeders Starting at $200, he went quickly to $600, 
moving in smaller bids thereafter, and finally was struck 
of at $765 to B. W. Cook, Glencoe, Ill. His offspring 
in this sale totalled over $11,000. 


. Much interest also centered in the sale of the Zober- 
‘in junior sire, Montvic Bonheur Prince. He is a son of 
Montvic Pathfinder (son of Chieftain and Bonheur) out 
ol a high record high testing daughter of Montvic Rag 
Apple saron, from the highest testing daughter of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst and the All-American, Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk. There is certainly a wealth of All- 
American and 4% breeding intensified in this young 
Dull, who individually looks good enough to go out and 
make almost any of the senior yearlings step. A. R 
Johnson, Wasco. Ill., prominent in the Chicagoland 


area, was the fortunate purchaser at $680. Not far 


behind in price ($625) was a yearling bull of Zober- 
lin breeding. This son of ‘‘Charlie’’ out of an 857-lb. 
fat daughter of a 912-lb. fat cow, was a knock-out in- 
dividual and was sought by John and Charles Wittig, 
Hartford, Wis., breeders of ‘‘Charlie,’”’ and by Milford 
Meadows Stock Farm. Milford Meadows finally com- 
promised on the young April-born full brother at $350 
Geography of the Sale 

The offering was taken by a total of 43 different 
buyers from nine States and one Province of Canada. 
There were seventeen buyers listed from outside the 
State of Wisconsin. Only 33 head, or just over a third 
of the herd, stayed in Wisconsin, which is Wisconsin’s 
loss. 

Heaviest buyer in point of dollars, and second high- 
est for numbers, was W. W. Robson, Crystal Lake, IIlL., 
who secured eleven head for a total of $3022.50. Highest 
in numbers was L. W. High, Laurel, Md., who is estab- 
lishing a new herd and took 13 heifers mostly ‘‘Charlie”’ 
daughters, for a total of $2705. John Vail, formerly 
herdsman at Lauxmont and now superintendent for Mr. 
High, made the selections and secured a real foundation 
for mating with the Liberator bull purchased at the 
top price for males in the Brentwood Sale. Liberator’s 
dam is a full sister of ‘“‘Charlie.”” Pabst Farms’ invest- 
ment was near the top figure, their four selections total- 
ling $2620, and including the top priced animal of the 
day. B. W. Cook, Glencoe, Il., purchaser of “Charlie,” 
also secured six choice females, the seven totalling 
$2255. A. R. Johnson, previously mentioned as the 
purchaser of the Montvic junior sire, also secured thre: 
high class females, the four head totalling $1655. Laux-

The Convention 


HE 1938 Convention must be regarded as a successful 
I one. Harmony prevailed throughout and actions taken 
were, in the main, constructive. The numerous pro- 
posals relating to registration matters injected several 
new ideas into the situation and there seemed to be some 
difficulty in arriving at a conclusion as to which would 
best meet the needs of the breeders and of the Association. 
Rather than taking snap judgment on them, even after 
debate, we feel it was wise to refer the whole series to a 
special committee for thorough study. There is no doubt 
of the desirability of some form of provision for filing of a 
birth report, or early filing of registry applications, in the 
interest of accuracy of the records. A combination that 
serves this purpose and at the same time permits without 
penalty a system of deferred registration until females 
are in production, is very sound from the standpoint of 
breed improvement. Its effect upon the finances of the 
Association for the first two years represents at best some 
guesswork, depending upon the proportion of regular regis- 
trations that might be deferred. It should, accordingly, 
have very thorough study, and probably in any event 
should be definitely coupled with a temporary increase in 
transfer fees as insurance against a deficit that would 
hamper the work in other departments. 


This same committee, personnel of which has not yet 
been announced by the President, will have the responsi- 
bility of studying selective registration of males (as pro- 
posed by the Scott Meyer resolution); the matter of color 
markings (particularly leg markings) as called for in the 
Comings proposition; and the question of relations with 
the State Associations and transfer fees, as proposed in the 
Misner resolution. We hope the Committee will be a strong 
one which will make a thorough study and comprehensive 
report far enough in advance of the 1939 convention to per- 
mit careful analysis by the membership. 

Overwhelming approval was given to the idea of con- 
solidating the offices of the Association under one roof in 
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the Association’s building at Brattleboro. Whether or not 
the restriction inserted by the Convention that such con- 
solidation not be put into effect until the Madison building 
can be sold or satisfactorily leased was a wise one, remaing 
to be seen. The arguments in favor of making that re. 
striction carried much logic and were well presented. The 
situation it leaves in regard to the present employees at 
Madison, however, is entirely bad. It injects an uncer- 
tainty into their employment by the Association that can- 
not fail to be seriously disturbing. Doubtless, when the 
time comes, any of them that care to move to Brattleboro, 
will have that opportunity. Those who have home ties or 
other reasons for not wishing to re-locate in Brattleboro 
will naturally be thinking about taking other employment 
in Madison as fast as opportunity offers. Without blaming 
any one, the present temporary set-up, it would seem, can 
hardly fail to detract materially from the traditional ef- 
ficiency with which this office has operated. We fear that 
important angle of the matter was not given enough con- 
sideration when the conditional decision to consolidate was 
voted with such near unanimity. Certainly, the sooner 
the matter can be definitely closed, the better for all con- 
cerned. 

By a vote of 59 to 56, the proposal to make a flat in- 
crease of 50 cents in all brackets of the transfer fees was 
defeated. We feel that this subject was not sufficiently 
discussed, either in the Convention or in the Open Forum 
on Tuesday. It is a fine thing to include pertinent edu- 
cational material on the Open Forum program, but we are 
wondering if the educational features should not be ar- 
ranged in such a way that they will be more subordinate 
to the prime purpose of the Open Forum, which is the 
thorough discussion of all matters upon which the Conven- 
tion is expected to act. 

This year, the morning was devoted to a discussion of 
these various convention matters. After the luncheon 
recess, instead of finishing the discussion of convention 
matters, the educational part of the program—and it was 
a very fine and interesting one, denoting a great deal of 
thought and study on the part of those who presented it— 
held the boards until late in the day. As a consequence, 
they never did really get down to brass tacks on the few 
remaining convention matters, including this very import- 
ant question of transfer fees and their bearing on the work 
of the Association this next year. Naturally no one wants 
to increase fees unless there is good and sufficieint reason 
for doing so. It is not entirely consistent, however, to 
urge expanded effort in breed promotion and to seek a bal- 
anced budget, without providing sufficient revenue to make 
possible both of these very desirable things. Increased 
taxes are seldom popular, but often necessary. The close 
vote, under the circumstances, indicates that this may have 
been one of the occasions upon which such action should 
have been taken. Our fees are still relatively low in com- 
parison with the other breeds, and we are glad to be able 
to keep them there just as long as possible to do so, while 
maintaining a sound and aggressive program of breed pro- 
motion and keeping the budget in balance. The course of 
business of the Association during the coming months will 
have much to do in determining the wisdom of the action 
taken. It is currently running well ahead of similar periods 
of 1937, with the margin increasing in recent weeks. If 
these increases carry through the year, and there is cer- 
tainly a most optimistic feeling right now among breeders 
as reflected in the auction sales, there will be little reason 
to regret the action taken on this matter of transfer fees. 
Let us all put our shoulders to the wheel. 

The Palmer House took wonderful care of the Conven- 
tion. It is not an inexpensive hostelry, but the service, 
and food and facilities, were thoroughly satsifactory. They 
even returned by mail some of the hats which visiting 
breeders carelessly left lying around—including the Edi- 
tor’s! 


President Oosterhuis, in addition to his other well 
known and appreciated attainments, proved to be almost 
pleasing and effective presiding officer. His unanimous 
re-election for another term was loudly applauded. 


18 Years of Service 


Very fitting was the recognition given by W. S. M0s- 
crip upon his retirement from the Board of Directors after 
serving since 1920. He has served on the Extension Serv- 
ice Committee since it was first created, and as its chair- 
man for the past dozen years. He has been a tower of 
strength in all the deliberations of the Board during the 
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whole period of his service as a member. The World de- 
sires to add its own word of tribute. 


Additions to the Official Family 

Taking Mr. Moscrip’s place as Director from Minnesota 
is Alfred J. Lashbrook, Northfield, Minn. Bred and raised 
in a Holstein atmosphere, he has gone on with the herd 
established by his father to win a high place as a con- 
structive breeder. Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby is by no means 
the only great animal he has bred. College educated, and 
with several years of experience in College extension work 
in his background to supplement his years as a practical 
preeder, he should bring a valuable viewpoint to the de- 
liberations of the Board. 


Never has the Association had a more popular or com- 
petent vice president than Joseph H. Hill, who has served 
in this capacity for the past two years. While the duties 
are not arduous, his retirement from the list of active 
breeders through the sale of his herd last fall caused him 
to decline consideration for re-election. Well received was 
the report of the Nominating Committee bringing in the 
name of Robert L. Ferguson of Nebraska to succeed Mr. 
Hill as vice president. Mr. Ferguson is the owner of Wood- 
lawn Dairy, Lincoln, Neb., largest and best known herd in 
the Cornhusker State. He has the ability to substitue very 
acceptably for the president as a presiding officer; is a 
keen student of breed affairs, and a good fellow generally. 
The recognition appeals to us as most fitting—and again 
we know the “vice” department of the Association is in 
good hands. 


Naticnal Prize List Out 


HE streamlined Prize List of the National Dairy 
T snow, as arranged by Manager Lloyd Burlingham, 

is a marked contrast to the tradiditional prosaic 
listing of rules and classifications. It presents this in- 
formation in full detail, but supplements with interest- 
ing and practical articles on care, feeding and breed 
progress by men who are actively connected with it. 
President Charles L. Hill has an illustrated article on 
Progress, showing some of the winners of thirty years 
ago, for comparison. Dean Herb Kildee writes in sim- 
ilar vein. Bob Stewart of Maytag Dairy Farms writes 
on the development of the dairy heifer. Howard Clapp 
discusses Herd Management as practised at Pabst Farms. 
Informal stories of the 1937 champions are included 
and additional articles. Jens Bollerup indulges in a bit 
of show ring reminiscense; Cuthbert Nairn of Sycamore 
Aryshires tells how he feeds ’em; Prof. Trimberger of 
Nebraska gives some health items in care; Paul Sparrow 
tells how they handled Jersey yearlings at Pebble Hill; 
Les Leonard, Vernon Hull, Jimmie Lee, Les Wilson and 
Olaf Kjone, Fred Idtse and Joe Simmons round out the 
list of contributors. 


The Holstein show at the National will carry a total 
of $3,700 in prize money, largest amount of any breed.

Tilden Price for the winning Produce of Dam, the Rob- 
ert E. Haeger for the winning Get of Sire. 

Paul B. Misner makes his debut as a National judge. 
Work on our breed will start Friday, October 11. Breed- 
ers planning to visit the show will do well to make hotel 
reservations soon. Dates of the show are October 8 to 
15 at Columbus.

Sales Reflect Healthy Condition 


ESULTS of the Royal Brentwood and Zoberlin Dis- 
persal as reported in this issue reflect a very healthy 
condition of the Holstein market. At both sales, the 
attendance of interested breeders was so great that seating 
was a problem. The fine averages did not come as the 
result of a few sensational prices. The Brentwood pro- 
duced only two animals selling in four figures ($1,250 and 
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$1,110) and the Zoberlin Dispersal but one ($1,050). This 
demonstrates the sound and encouraging level of prices 
that prevailed throughout to bring the $370 average for 
the Brentwood Sale and the $287 figure for Mr. Zoberlin. 
In both events, it was a case of good animals, well pre- 
sented, under conditions of sale and health standards that 
inspired confidence. 


As always happens in consignment sales, there were 
some good animals in the Royal Brentwood that were not 
properly appreciated in the bidding, which, of course, is 
disappointing to the men who consigned them. Such 
owners, however, can have the consolation of knowing that 
their participation has made new friends for their herds 
that will work to their advantage in the future. 

Particularly pleasing was the number of new men com- 
ing into the business with substantial purchases of founda- 
tion animals of high quality. It was impossible to sit 
through these two sale events and not come away with a 
definite feeling of encouragement and optimism regarding 
the state of the Holstein industry. 


A Resolution for a Broader Bang’s 
Disease Control Program 
T the recent annual meeting of the Ayrshire Breed- 
A ers’ Association, the following resolution regarding 
the present Bang’s disease control program was 
unanimously adopted: 

Inasmuch as the control of Bang’s disease is of 
primary importance to the dairy cattle industry, the 
members of the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association here- 
with go on record in favor of more adequate financial 
support for state and federal agencies so that they may 
undertake more comprehensive research to determine 
the most efficient methods of controlling this disease. 

Furthermore, that the results of all control meas- 
ures, including the present test-and-slaughter plan, 
calfhood vaccination, and area testing be studied with 
equal diligence; that the successes and failures of these 
various methods be given equal publicity; and that in 
fairness to the cattle industry, a true scientific motive, 
entirely devoid of propaganda, should govern the work 
of investigators, administrative officials and educators 
who are interested in this subject. 


In the discussion which preceded the adoption of this 
resolution, it was pointed out that notwithstanding the fact 
that over one and a half million cattle have been slaugh- 
tered as reactors to the Bang’s test, at a tremendous cost 
to owners of both state and federal governments, but a 
relatively small amount of research work has been done 
to study the effectiveness of various control measures. 
Members of the association endorsed a greater investment 
in research, for in their opinion, there may be more eco- 
nomical and possibly more effective means of controlling 
this scourge than by the present program. The need that 
all engaged in this work should keep before them the point 
of view of the cattle breeder, as well as the scientist, and 
maintain a broad and unbiased attitude toward their prob- 
lem, was stressed. 

Attention was also directed to the fact that even though 
strain No. 19, which has been widely used in calfhood vac- 
cination, has been known to investigators for no less than 
seventeen years, government officials are continuing to 
advise breeders that their research is still in the experi- 
mental stage. 

The lack of uniformity in the present regulations gov- 
erning interstate shipment of cattle was denounced as a 
serious interference with the purebred cattle industry. 
Practically all of those voting on this resolution own herds 
that are being regularly tested for Bang’s disease under 
state supervision.—Ayrshire Digest

The arguments apply with equal force in any state, city or com- 


munity. Here is ‘ammunition’ for the Holstein milk producer and distributor. 


IV. PRESUMPTIONS ON PART OF BREEDERS OF 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN CATTLE AS TO THE INTENT 
OF MILK LEGISLATION IN DETROIT. 

1. In presenting the case of the Michigan Holstein- 
Friesian breeders to the Honorable Common 
Council and Health Department of the City of 
Detroit it is presumed that the officials of the 
City of Detroit are principally interested in insur- 
ing the Detroit consuming public: 

(a) An abundant 365 days per year supply of 
fluid milk. 

(b) That such fluid milk be produced from 
healthy cows. 

(c) That such fluid milk be produced under well 
controlled sanitary conditions. 

(d) That such fluid milk be economically pro- 
duced to insure its availability at reasonable 
price to the consumer. 

(e) That the Health Department of the City of 
Detroit, supported by the Common Council, 
join the nation’s nutritional experts in their 
campaign to improve public health by a 
greatly increased per capita intake of fluid 
milk, fluid cream and other daisy products. 

(f) That such fluid milk be represented and sold, 
as are all other food products, on basis of its 
well established value as a human food. 

1. Recommendation of Milk Committee. ‘‘We 
suggest a general set-up about as follows, 
subject to modification to best meet local 
market conditions— 

“Family or standard milk 

over 3.6% fat 

Minimum fat milk—ttesting above 3.6% 

and not over 4.2% fat 

High fat milk—testing over 4.2% fat. 
“The price spread between these classes 
should be not less than one cent per quart 
each in fairness to producers of the higher 
testing milk, with their accompanying 

. higher costs of production. Such a system 

is also in the interests of the consumer 
who could thus suit his taste and pocket- 
book as he preferred. Many consumers 
prefer the lower testing milk for family 
use at a minimum price, without being re- 
quired to pay the cost of extra calories 
found in the higher testing product. This 
is particularly true in cases of special 
diets designed to keep calory intake with- 
in slenderizing limits. No other food 
product is given preference because of 
excess in its composition.”’

VI. PRODUCERS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN MILK 
CONCEDE ADVISABILITY OF CITY OF DETROIT TO 
SET UP MINIMUM STANDARDS BY WHICH THE DE- 
PARTMENT OF HEALTH CAN PREVENT ADULTERA- 
TION OF MILK. 

1. While it is argued that natural milk, as drawn 
from healthy, well nourished cows, represents a 
highly nourishing food, the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America has been a leader in pro- 
moting legislation to strengthen authority of De- 
partments of Health in their efforts to prevent

adulteration of natural milk. The Association rec- 

ognizes the necessity of minimum standards to 

safeguard the public health and the high position 
of milk as a food. 

(a) This condition is supported by a quotation 
from ‘‘Health News’’, October 12, 1936 in 
which Holton V. Noyes, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America said, ‘“‘In regard to 
health officers, both state and city it should 
be said that, fundamentally, a good, con- 
scientious high minded health officer is of 
the very greatest importance to the milk in- 
dustry in general. Practically all milk which 
goes into any of our cities at the present 
time is as good a sanitary quality as certified 
milk was 15 or 20 years ago. It is through 
the conscientious work of health officers that 
this has been brought about, so that all milk 
going into city markets now-a-days bears the 
stamp of official approval and the public ac- 
cepts it as to sanitary qualities without 
question.”’ 


VIl. LEGAL STANDARDS IN STATE OF MICHIGAN. 

The State of Michigan has established many stand- 
ards which are universally accepted. Act No. 222 Session 
Laws 1913, and Act. No. 169, Public Acts of 1929, sets 
the legal standard for milk at ‘‘not less than 3 per cent 
of milk fat.’’ By similar legislative act, 32 pounds has 
been set as the legal weight of a bushel of oats, 60 
pounds has been set as the legal weight of a bushel of 
potatoes, 56 pounds has been set as the legal weight of 
a bushel of shelled corn, and while work on the part of 
the Michigan Experiment Station has developed varicties 
of oats weighing far in excess of 40 pounds to the 
measured bushel, yet prices quoted per bushel means, 
and are interpreted by the trade universally as, the price 
or value of 32 pounds of oats because 32 pounds is the 
legal bushel by law and is accepted as such. This is 
equally true of all commodities on which a legal stand- 
ard has been set by statute in Michigan. 

The City of Detroit has made no effort to supersede 
the legal standards, established by the Legislature of 
the State of Michigan in any other agricultural products 
except this proposal to alter the State’s legal standard 
for milk. All other agricultural products are graded 
and offered to the consuming public in price classifica- 
tions established by recognized food value of various 
grades. 

1. The Holstein-Friesian Association of Michigan 
recommends similar grading of Detroit’s milk 
supply, according to its well established value as 
human food, in order that the consumer may 
choose the per cent fat content in milk he wishes 
to purchase, fitting same to the needs of his fam- 
ily and the dictates of his pocketbook. 

2. By enacting ordinance 284-B, the City of Detroit 
will be setting minimum fat standards far in ex- 
cess of the minimum fat standard now set by the 
State of Michigan and above those adopted by 
the United States Public Health Service and pub- 
lished in the “United States Public Health Milk 
Ordinance and Code No. 220”’.

The reports of the Finance Committee, Secretary- 
Treasurer and Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
were received and accepted. Mr. Norton reported that as 
a result of the increase in fees for the Herd Test of $1 
per head, the number of herds had decreased from 519 a 
year ago to 466 at this time or about 10%. 

Mr. McLaury reported on the proposed exhibit at 
the New York World’s Fair in 1939 in cooperation with 
the elaborate exhibit that the Borden Company is 
staging. Mark Keeney, also a member of the committee 
on this subject, also strongly recommended its value and 
Glen Campbell, who is in charge of the Borden Company 
advertising, also appeared to urge participation. Under 
this plan, each of the five dairy breed associations will 
be expected to furnish 40 cows which will appear in the 
Borden exhibit during the six months of the show, being 
milked by Rotolactor and presenting great possibilities 


for breed promotion. The Committee recommended 
that the cows be purchased outright by the Association 
and then sold at the close of the exhibit. Mr. Baird, 
however, expressed the belief that breeders would be 
glad to loan suitable animals for this purpose in view of 
the publicity that would result from it and moved that 
the Chair appoint a committee of three with power to 
act with consent of the Executive Committee to further 
investigate the possibility of arranging for breeders to 
loan cows for this exhibit without cost to the Associa- 
tion. The resolution was carried. A discussion was also 
had of the California World’s Fair Exhibit and it was 
voted that a committee of three be appointed to in- 
vestigate the proposal of the California Dairy Council. 

At the evening session, the budget was given con- 
sideration and a few minor revisions made from the de- 
tails adopted at the December meeting. The business 
of the Association thus far in 1938 has shown a con- 
sistent increase over the corresponding periods of 1937.

Michigan State Sale 


The Michigan Holstein Association 
held their semi-annual State Sale on 
May 10th at Michigan State College 
in East Lansing. 

Sixty-four head of registered cows, 
heifers, and young bulls were sold 
for a total of $9,505 or an average 
of $148.51 per head. 12 young herd 
sires brought a total of $1,675 or an 
average of $139.58 per head. 52 
females brought $7,830 or an aver- 
age of $150.57 per head. About 40% 
ot the females were under 2 years 
of age, many of them calves sold for 
4-H Club purposes. 

The directors of the State Associa- 
tion voted this spring to pay 20% of 
the purchase price of any calf pur- 
chased for 4-H Club use. The sales 
committee did a very good job of 
selecting about 15 head of calves up 
to yearlings which were designated 
as 4-H Club stock and any boy or 
girl purchasing one of these animals 


would receive 20% aid from the 
Association. The sponsors of the 
sale spent about $175 on this 
project. This bit of extension 


worked out to every ones advantage 
and to those associations financially 
able we wish to recommend this 
feature as a worthy one in aiding 
4-H boys and girls to secure better 
stock for club work. It stimulates 
more active bidding, undoubtedly 
gives the consignor a little more for 
his animal, brings out a little larger 
attendance for the sale and in most 
cases gives the boy or girl a better 
animal than he or she would other- 
wise be able to obtain. 


The sale was one of the best at- 
tended in recent years with about 
500 on hand. The auctioneer was 
C. B. Smith, Director of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry being assisted in 
the ring by Harry Covert of Leslie 
and Col. Ruppert of Perry. The 
sales management secured Art 
Peterson of Oconomowoc as pedigree 
man and everyone felt that his serv-

our sale. 


Henry Bourassa of Linwood, 
Michigan, again topped the sale with 
another 4 yr. old daughter of .Bly- 
thefield Ormsby Supreme selling to 
Henry Wineman Jr. of Fowlerville 
for $300. Mr. Wineman is building 
one of Michigan’s ‘up and coming’’ 
herds. (Mr. Bourassa will be re- 
membered as the consignor selling 
the top animal in last fall’s sale, a 
4 yr. old bringing $450.) The second 
high individual was a large good 
type, daughter of Korndyke Lad 
Mooie Ormsby consigned by R. P. 
Ullman of Manchester, going to John 
Hickey of Fairgrove for $275. Mr. 
Hickey has been purchasing many of 
the better animals sold the past two 
or three State Sales and is building a 
very produetive herd on his farm at 
Fairgrove. The high bull in the 
sale was a 10 months old grandson 
of Marathon’ Bess Burke 32nd con- 
signed by the Michigan Reformatory 
and purchased by C. Coe of Wixom, 
Mich., for $180. 


The 64 animals were dispersed to 
48 buyers all of which were Michi- 
gan breeders except one. The largest 
buyers included Mr. John Schlaff, 
Mt. Clemens, Michigan R. No. 3, 
whose selections numbered 9 head at 
$1,340; Murray McCollum of Union- 
ville purchased 5 head for $805; 
Peter Krupezak, a new Holstein 
breeder with his farm at Port Huron, 
purchased 3 of the better animals of 
the sale for $500; Dr. E. D. Wilson, 
Jackson, Michigan, purchased 4 
heifers for $420; H. B. Thompson, 
Ithaca, bought 2 very nice females 
for $350. 


Everyone felt that the sale was a 
success and well managed under the 
direction of Hugh Aldrich of East 
Lansing. His assistants on the com- 
mittee were O. F. Foster, Clarkson, 
Del Begole, Milan and Martin Buth 


of Comstock Park. There selections 
were taken from 26 Michigan breed- 
ers. They should be complimented 
for the amount of young animals 
they were able to secure, only one 
over 8 years of age and only 3 over 
7 years of age. Much time was spent 
in securing club stock; not only to 
secure good type but good breeding 
as well, in an effort to offer boys 
and girls the right caliber of stock 
to induce there continuance with 
Holsteins. 

The Association is planning on an- 
other sale this fall and are hopeful 
that they may continue the improve- 
ment in the caliber of State Sales 
conducted. 


The Pure Milk Association, an or- 
ganization of 14,500 dairy farmers 
serving the Chicago market, al- 
nually stages contests to give recog- 
nition to the neatest dairy farms 
among its members. The fifth an- 
nual contest in this series is now 4al- 
nounced. Altogether 45 prizes are 
offered, three in each of fifteen dis- 
tricts with a grand prize of a free 
eight-day trip, all expenses paid, to 
the dairy farmer and his wife whose 
farm is decided the neatest in the 
Chicago milk shed among the ass0- 
ciation’s members. In the score card 
for determining the award, general 
appearance of the dairy farm counts 
50%, condition of the dairy barns 
and herd, 20%; condition of milk 
house, equipment, chemicals, 20%: 
condition of all other buildings 
the dairy farm, 10%. Speci 
plaques are awarded to dairy farms 
rating 90% and above. This contest 
proves to be a fine method of bring- 
ing about continuing improvement 
in Chicago’s milk supply from a sat 
tary angle and is bringing the facts 
before the consuming public in 4” 
attractive way.

various resolutions and proposed amendments 
in the Call. 

Scott Meyer, Hannibal, Missouri was first introduced 
and outlined the purpose of his resolution, which was 
that the President appoint a committee to make stuqy 
of the question of Selective Registration of sires from a 
stand point of both type and production and to report 
at the 1939 Convention. The question was thoroughly 
discussed with all speakers apparently in sympathy with 
the purposes of the resolution. John G. Ellis, Lee 
Mass., gave an interesting account of what the citrus 
fruit people of California are doing to improve the 
quality of their product by breeding, and suggested that 
we select our seed stock from the matings of Excellent 
Sires with Excellent dams, and paying strict attention to 
production. H. W. Cook, delegate from Delaware, jp- 
quired as to what has been done in the past along Se- 
lective Registration lines and his question was answered 
in some detail by Director Moscrip and Supt. Norton. 
who described the work of Herd Classification and Sire 
Recognition. Glenn G. Davis of Missouri spoke approy- 
ing the work that has been done along this line and 
stated that he believed it is now time to take another 
step in advance. Past President A. G. Glover inquired 
if grades of meritorious ability should not also be jn- 
cluded in Selective Registration. Director Noyes 
approved the resolution and suggested that it might well 
be tied in with the proposal for birth certificates and de- 
ferred registration. Another speaker from Missouri 
warned against overlooking production in the interest of 
type and suggested more CTA work. 

Director Lloyd Winger of Colorado spoke for the 
group of West Coast breeders that sponsored the resolu- 
tion calling for the consolidation of the Association 
offices in Brattleboro, Vt., urging the delegates to forget

sectionalism and local civic pride in the interest of 
greater economy and efficiency of operation. Those 
speaking in favor of the resolution included Directors 


Moscrip of Minnesota and Craig of Pennsylvania, also 
Frank Decker of New York, W. H. Mott of Kansas, Mark 
Keeney of New Jersey, A. L. Jones of Michigan, A. J. 
Glover of Wisconsin and J. H. Swanzey of Illinois, all 
agreeing that the move should be made if it can be done 
without loss of harmony and good will among the mem- 
bers in the various localities. 

Field Man Bob Geiger spoke briefly on the Minnesota 
resolution for birth certificates, Director Craig on his 
proposed amendments which were technical changes 
looking toward greater efficiency and Sec’y Seaverns on 
his amendments which were for the purpose of simplifi- 
cation of the by-laws. 

George H. Comings of New York spoke on his color 
marking amendment, showing pictures illustrating un- 
desirable leg markings which are accepted for registra- 
tion and comparing them with perhaps somewhat less 
objectionable markings that are denied registration. 
Mr. Comings believes that something should be done to 
check the growing tendency toward black leg markings 
but feels that it might work a serious financial hard- 
ship on many members if drastic steps are taken imme- 
diately to correct this in the matter of registering fe- 
males. He stated that if we could begin at once to 
eliminate bulls with black spots at the hoof we could 
gradually breed out objectionable markings from the 
breed without causing much loss to any breeder. 

The afternoon session started with an address by 
Paul Smith of New York on Standardization of Milk both 
on the farm in Dairy Plants, advocating standardiza- 
tion as the solution of the Holstein breeder’s milk mar- 
keting problem. Discussion of this subject was led by 
Fred Klussendorf and this discussion brought out quite 
clearly that the marketing problem in the East is quite 
different from that in the Middle West, with several 
speakers from Wisconsin actively opposing standardiza- 
tion and favoring the selling of Holstein milk just as it 
comes from the cow, with adequate price differentials. 
In closing the discussion, Mr. Smith stated that he 
agreed with the arguments of the other speakers but 
not with their conclusions, giving his opinion that the 
only way a producer can deliver a uniform product of 
any desired test, either high or low, is by standardiza- 
tion.

and Markets of New York State, spoke on the three- 
bracket structure of retail milk prices, stating that the 
ideal arrangement would be to divide milk into three 
classes, the low class testing from 3 to 3.6%, the middle 
class from 3.6 to 4.2% and the high test class above 
4.2%, with a one-cent differential between each class; 
but stated that this ideal solution seemed to be imprac- 
tical of operation in the metropolitan area. He deplored 
the mixing of breeds within a herd as bad business for 
the pure bred industry of all the breeds concerned and 
advocated standardization at least in the New York 
market, stating that the New York standardization bill 
which died in committee in the last session of the Legis- 
lature would be introduced again in the next session and 
urging the New York Holstein breeders to get more 
actively behind it. In the discussion, which was led by 
Director Dorr W. McLaury, several interesting angles 
were brought out by ladies. Mrs. E. B. Pratt of Mis- 
souri spoke from the viewpoint of the housewife and the 
mother of a milk consuming family, stating that she was 
interested in getting a sufficient quantity of pure milk 
at a price she can afford rather than in cream line or 
color. Miss Sarah Van Hoosen Jones of Michigan in a 
forceful talk, deplored all the talk about fat test as the 
only standard of quality in milk, declaring that Hol- 
stein milk can be sold as such on the basis of soft curd 
and high percentage of Vitamin A. Miss Jones drew 
hearty applause when she stated that she knew it could 
be done because she is doing it. 

H. A. Mathiesen, former Western Field Man, spoke 
on milk standards for fat and solids not fat, showing 
by graphs how temperature influences the percentage of 
solids not fat in milk and explaining that state legisla- 
tures, meeting in the winter time when percentage of 
solids is comparatively high, naturally tend to set too 
high a standard and one that can with difficulty be met 
in the summer time. He urged that the Association 
work for a National Milk Ordinance setting a standard 
of not more than 3% butterfat and not more than 8% 
solids not fat. The discussion was led by Allen N. 
Crissey, Eastern Field Man. 

President Oosterhuis gave recognition to Mr. Ward 
W. Stevens, one of the New York delegates, the only 
man present who was also present at the annual meeting 
in 1885 when the union of the Holstein and Dutch Frie- 
sian Association was completed to form the present 
Association.

PORTLAND AIR MAIL CACHET 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

United States Post Office authorities have been very 
friendly in allowing the Pacific International Livestock 
Exposition to sponsor the National Air Mail Week 
cachet for Portland, Oregon, for May 19, 1938. 

Our motif for the cachet stamp, “Carnation Ormsby 
Butter King” 1165152, Ear Tag 3216, born August 1, 
1926, is symbolic of the “Old Oregon Country”, repre- 
senting the-great Northwest of the present day. 

All of us know of ‘Butter King’s” record for 365 
days, as.follows: Milk 38,606.6 pounds, Butter fat 1,402 
pounds, Butter 1752.5 pounds,—but may not realize 
just how closely her ancestry is a part of the Old Ore- 
gon country. 


The herd of George B. Leighton of Boise, Idaho, was 
headed by King Segis 10th, who had sired Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, Matador Segis Walker and Segis Walker Mata- 
dor (the last two full brothers.) This herd almost in its 
entirety was purchased by Carnation Farms Company in 
1916; however, Segis Walker Matador had previously 
been bought and used for some time by McKeown Bros., 
of Gresham, Oregon, later being purchased from them 
with many of his get by the Carnation Farms Company, 
but not before offsprings found their way into herds 
of Luscher & Sons and S. B. Hall, near Fairyiew, Ore. 

“Butter King’s’? grandsires and granddams were, 00 
the paternal side, Segis Walker Matador and Hazel- 
wood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes; and on the maternal 
side, Matador Segis Walker and Tillamook Daisy Butter 
King De Kol—her sire and dam being Matador Segis 
Ormsby and Carnation Matador Butter King, full 
cousins. 


The Hazelwood cow was bred by John L. Smith of 
Spokane, Washington, one of the outstanding Holstein 
breeders of America, beloved by all of us during his 
lifetime. The Tillamook cow was formerly owned by 
F. R. Beals of Oregon, whose intuition of prospective 
development of young things was almost uncanny. 


All of us here in the West had always been proud 
of the World’s record of old Segis Pietertje Prospect, 
great aunt of Butter King, and it was my good fortune 
to have been Chairman of the Day, celebrating the ut 
veiling of the heroic statute of ‘‘Prospect”, the unveiling 
being done by the very young grandsons of Mr. E. A. 
Stuart. Over 5000 people from all parts of America 
and even from foreign lands, were present. It is our 
feeling that it will be many years before any other 
cow will hold this combined record, although we hear 
rumors from Carnation Farms of startling records 10¥ 
in the making.
